PART I -DAIRY LAW. 



REGULATING THE MANUFACTURE AND 
SALE OF DAIRY PRODUCTS- 
PENALTY. 

[Chap. XLIII, Laws of 1899. [ 
An Act regulating the manufacture of dairy prod- 
ucts, to prevent deception or fraud in the sale of 
the same or imitation thereof, providing for the 
appointment of a Dairy Commissioner and de- 
fining his duties, creating a State Board of Dairy 
Commissioners and defining their duties, impos- 
ing certain duties upon the chemists of state in- 
stitutions, providing penalties for violations of 
this law, making an appropriation. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 

Washingrton : 

Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
to sell or offer for sale, or furnish or deliver to 
any creamery, cheese factory, corporation, person 
or persons whatsoever, as pure, wholesome and 
unskimmed, any unmerchantable, adulterated, 
skimmed, impure or unwholesome milk. 

Sec. 2. In all prosecutions or other proceedings 
under this or any other law of this state, relating 
to the sale or furnishing of milk, if it shall be 
proven that the milk sold or offered for sale, or 
furnished or delivered or had in possession with in- 
tent to sell or offer for sale, or to furnish or de- 
liver, as aforesaid, as pure, wholesome or un- 
skimmed milk, contain less than three per centum 
of pure butter fatg-jWfw^aM-^ght^ per centum 
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of milk solids other than fat, when subject to 
chemical analysis or other satisfactory tests, or 
that It, or any part of it, was drawn from cows 
known by the person complained of, to have been 
within fifteen days before or four days after partu- 
rition, or to have any disease or ulcers, or other 
running sores, then in either case, the said milk 
shall be held and Judg^ed to be unmerchantable, 
adulterated, impure or unwholesome, as the case 
may be, and if it shall appear that cows kept for 
the production of milk or cream, for market or 
for sale or exchangee, or for manufacturing their 
milk into articles of food, are kept in a crowded 
or unhealthy condition, or are being fed on dis- 
tillery waste or other substance in a state of 
putrefaction or rottenness, or upon any substance 
of an unheal thful nature, the milk or cream from 
the same is hereby declared impure and unwhole- 
some. Any milk or cream from the same that has 
been exposed to or contaminated by emanations, 
discharges or exhalations from persons or ani- 
mals, or to which has been added any borax, 
boracic acid, salycillic acid, or any other poisonous 
substance which prevents or tends to prevent the 
normal bacterial actions of milk, is hereby de- 
clariKl to be impure and unwholesome. 

Sec. 3. The Washingrton State Dairy Commis- 
sioner is hereby authorized and directed to pro- 
cure and Issae to the cheese manufacturers of the 
state, and under any regulations as to the custody 
and use thereof as he may prescribe, a uniform 
stencil brand bearing a suitable device or motto and 
the words "Washington State Full Cream Cheese." 
Every brand issued shall be used on the outside of 
the cheese, and shall have a different number for 
each separate manufactory, and the commissioner 
shall keep a book in which shall be registered the 
name, location and number of each manufactory 
using the said brand, and the name or names of 
the persons at each manufactory authorized to use 
the same. It shall be unlawful to use or permit 
suhc stencil brahd to be used upon any other than 
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full cream cheese or packages containing: the same, 
and such cheese only as shall contain thirty per 
centum of pure butter fat and have been manu- 
factured from pure and wholesome milk, from 
which no portion of the butter fat shall have been 
removed by skimming or by other process, and in 
the manufacture of which neither butter nor any 
substance for butter, or any animal or vegetable 
fats or oils, have been used, or any fat which has ^ 
been extracted from milk in any form and returned 
for the purpose of filling said cheese, shall be 
stamped with the "state brand." All cheese con- 
taining less than thirty per centum of pure butter 
fat shall be marked "skimmed cheese" in full-face 
capital letters not less than one inch high, with 
such ink as is not easily removed by moisture. 
The manufacture or sale of any cheese containing 
less than fifteen per centum of pure butter fat, or 
so-called "filled cheese," is hereby prohibited: 
Provided, That nothing in this section shall be 
construed to apply to Edam, Brickstein, Pineapple, 
Limburger, Swiss or hand-made cheese, or any 
other fancy cheese: Provided further. That cheese 
not made in this state, but which shall be sold or 
offered for sale in this state, shall be so stamped 
as to indicate its true character: And provided 
further. That no cheese shall be stamped "full 
cream" which does not in every particular comply 
with the requirements of "Washingrton full cream" 
cheese, as hereinbefore set forth, except as to 
place of manufacture. 

Sec. 4. The Dairy Commissioner shall furnish 
blanks to all proprietors or managers of cream- 
eries, cheese ^ctories, or milk dairies that ship 
milk and all the vendors and peddlers of milk 
within the state, for the purpose of making a re- 
port of the amount of milk and dairy goods 
handled, and all owners or managers of such 
creameries and cheese factories, and all milk 
dairies, milk vendors or milk peddlers, shall fill 
out the blank, giving a full and accurate report 
of the business done during the year, and send it 
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to the Dairy Commissioner before the first day of 
November of each year, every person or corpora- 
tion who shall engage in the business of purhcas- 
ing or dealing in milk shall attach in a permanent 
manner to each can furnished by him or it to the 
producer a tag containing in plain figures a cor- 
rect statement of the capacity thereof. Any neg- 
lect or failure or false statement on the part of 
any proprietor or manager of such creamery, 
cheese factory, dairy or milk vendor or milk 
peddler, shall be considered a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a 
fine as provided in section 13: Provided, That any 
information thus furnished shall be published only 
in such form as to show totals and averages, and 
not the details of the business of any Individual 
or concern. 

Sec. 5. No person, by himself, his agents or his 
servants, shall render or manufacture, sell, offer 
for sale, expose for sale, or have in his possession 
with intent to sell or serve for patrons, guests, 
boarders or inmates of any hotel, eating house, 
restaurant, public conveyance or boarding house 
or public or private hospital, asylum, school or 
eleemosynary or penal institution, any article, prod- 
uct or compound made wholly or partly out of any 
fat, oil or oleaginous substance or compound there- 
of, not produced directly and wholly at the time 
of manufacture from unadulterated milk or the 
cream from the same, with or without harmless 
coloring matter, which shall be in imitation of 
yellow butter produced from pure, unadulterated 
milk or the cream from the same: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall he constfped to prohibit 
the manufacture and sale of oleomargarine in a 
separate and distinct form, and in such manner as 
will advise the consumer of its real character, 
free from coloration or ingredient that causes it 
to resemble butter, or the use of the same by 
patrons, guests, boarders or Inmates of any hotel, 
eating house, restaurant, public conveyance or 
boarding house, when signs are displayed In a 
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conspicuous place that may be easily read from 
any point of the room. 

Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
sell, or offer for sale or exchange, or have in his 
possession for sale, any cheese containing any 
substance salt, rennet and harmless coloring mat- 
ter, other than that produced from pure milk or 
cream, or both, or from pure skimmed or pure 
half-skimmed milk. 

Sec. 7. There shall be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, by and with the consent and advice of the 
Senate, one competent person who shall be de- 
nominated the Dairy Commissioner, whose term 
of office shall continue four years from and after 
the first Monday in April after his appointment, 
subject to removal for cause by the Governor, or 
until his successor be appointed and qualified. 

Sec. 8. Before entering upon his duties said 
Dairy Commissioner shall file with the Secretary' 
of State a good and sufficient bond in the sum of 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of his duties under this act. 

Sec. 9. That section nine of an act entitled "An 
act regulating the manufacture of dairy products, 
prevent deception or fraud in the sale of the same, 
or imitation thereof, providing for the appointment 
of a Dairy Commissioner, and defining his duties, 
impolSing certain duties upon a Chemist of State 
institutions, providing penalties for violation of this 
law, making an appropriation, approved March 7, 
1899, be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: Section 9. Said Dairy Commissioner may 
appoint one or more deputies whenever he is un- 
able to perform all the duties of his office without 
assistance. They shall hold office at the pleasure 
of the Dairj' Commissioner, who may summarily 
remove any such deputy whenever in his judgment 
the public service calls for such removal. L. '05, 
Ch. 92, p. 196, Sec. 1. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Dairy Com- 
missioner to devote his entire time and attention 
to the dairy interests of the State of Washingrton, 
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to enforce all laws that now exist or that may be 
hereafter enacted In this state regarding the pro- 
duction, manufacture or sale of dairy produce, and 
personally to inspect any articles of milk, butter, 
cheese, or imitations thereof, made or offered for 
sale within the state, which he may suspect or 
have reason to believe to be impure, unhealthful, 
adulterated or counterfeit; and to prosecute or 
cause to be prosecuted any person or persons, firm 
or Arms, corporation or corporations engaged in 
the manufacture or sale of any adulterated or 
counterfeit dairy products contrary to law. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the chemist of 
any state institution to correctly analyze, without 
extra compensation, and without other charge to 
the state than necessary traveling expenses, any 
and all substances that the Dairy Commissioner 
may send to any of them and report to him with- 
out unnecessary delay the result of any analysis 
so made, and when called upon by said Dairy Com- 
missioner, any such chemist shall assist him in 
prosecuting violators of the law, by giving testi- 
mony, either expert or otherwise. 

Sec. 12. The Dairy Commissioner or his deputies 
shall have power, in the performance of their 
official duties, to enter any creamery, cheese or 
condensed milk factory, store, salesroom, ware- 
house, or any place or building where he has rea- 
son to believe that any dairy products or imita- 
tions of dairy products are kept, made, prepared, 
sold, or offered for sale or exchange; and to open 
any cask, tub, package or receptacle of any kind, 
containing or supposed to contain any such article, 
and to examine, or cause to be examined and 
analyzed, the contents thereof; he may seize or 
take any such article for analysis: Provided, That 
if ^ the person from whom such sample is taken 
shall request him to do so, he shall at the same 
time and in the presence of the person from whom 
such property was taKen, seal up two samples of 
the article seized or taken, one of which shall be 
for examination or analysis under the direction of 
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said commissioner, and the other of which shall 
b-e delivered to the person from whom the article 
is taken. 

Sec. 13. Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this act, or who shall obstruct 
the Dairy Commissioner in the performance of his 
duties under this act by refusing: him entrance to 
any place enumerated in the preceding section, or 
by refusing to deliver to him any dairy products 
or imitations thereof upon demand, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-flve dollars ($25), nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100), or by imprisonment for not less 
than one month or more than six (6) months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 14* The Dairy Commissioner shall receive 
an annual salary of twelve hundred dollars ($1,200) 
and his necessary expenses in the discharge of his 
duties under this act: Provided, That such ex- 
penses shall not exceed one thousand dollars 
($1,000). 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the Attorney 
General or the prosecuting attorney in any county 
of the state, when called upon by the Dairy Com- 
missioner, to render any legal assistance in their 
power to execute, the laws and to prosecute cases 
arising under the provisions of this act: Pro- 
vided, That the Dairy Commissioner may employ 
special counsel when necessary. 

Sec. 16. The Secretary of State, the professor of 
agriculture of the agricultural college and the 
Dairy Commissioner are hereby created a State 
Board of Dairy Commissioners ex-offlcio. 

Sec. 17. The State Board of Dairy Commission- 
ers shall receive no compensation for their services 
as such board, but shall be allowed necessary trav- 
eling expenses. All- accounts for expenditure in- 
curred or made pursuant to the provisions of this 
act shall be approved and certified by said State 
Board of Dairy Commisioners before presentation 
to the State Auditor. 
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Sec. 18. The State Board of Dairy Commission- 
ers shall biennially, on December first, report to 
the Governor of this state a full account of their 
actions under this act; also the operations and re- 
sults of this, and any other laws pertaining to the 
dairy industry of the state; a full account of all 
expenses and disbursements of the board; as full 
and complete statistics as it is in their power to 
collect pertaining to the manufacture, imports and 
exports of dairy products within the state for the 
biennial term; and shall make suggestions as to 
the need of further legislation on this subject. 

Sec. 19. All expenses incurred under the provis- 
ions of this act shall be audited by the State 
Auditor upon bills being presented, properly cer- 
tified by the Board of Dairy Commissioners, and 
the said Auditor shall, from time to time, draw 
warrants upon the State Treasurer for the amounts 
thus audited. 

Sec. 20. To carry out the provisions of this act, 
there is hereby appropriated out of the general 
fund of the state for the term beginning April 1, 
1899, six thousand dollars ($6,000). 

Sec. 21. One-half of all fines collected under the 
provisions of this act shall be paid to the State 
Treasurer and placed to the credit of the general 
fund and the remainder to be paid forthwith into 
the treasury of the county in which the conviction 
is obtained. 

Sec. 22. All clerks, bookkeepers, express agents, 
railroad officials, employes, or employes of common 
carriers shall render to the Dairy Commissioner 
and his deputies all the assistance in their power 
in tracing, finding, or discovering the presence of 
any article named in this act. Any refusal or 
neglect on the part of such clerks, bookkeepers, 
express agents, railroad oflEicials, employes, or em- 
ployes of common carriers to render such friendly 
aid shall be a misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
of not less than twenty-five ($25) nor more than 
one hundred dollars ($100), or by imprisonment for 
.not less than one month or more than six months, 
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or by both such fine and imprisonment for each 
and every offense. 

Sec. 23. No person shall sell or offer for sale 
any cream taken from impure or diseased milk, 
or any cream than contains less than eisrhteen per 
centum of pure butter fat. Any person violatipg: 
the provisions of this section shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdeameanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than one hun- 
dred dollars ($100), or by imprisonment for not less 
than one (1) month nor more than six (6) months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 24. Every person who conveys milk in car- 
riagres, carts or other vehicle for the purpose of 
selling the same in any city or town in the State 
of Washington, shall annually on the first day of 
June, or within thirty (30) days thereafter, procure 
from the State Dairy Commissioner a license to 
sell milk within the limits of said city or town, 
and shall pay to the said Dairy Commissioner the 
sum of one dollar ($1) for each carriage, cart or 
other vehicle to be used as provided for in section 
29. Licenses shall be issued only in the name of 
the owners of carriages, carts and other vehicles 
and shall, for the purpose of this act, be conclusive 
evidence of ownership. No license shall be sold, 
assigned or transferred; each license shall con- 
tain the name, residence, place of business, num- 
ber of carriages, carts or other vehicles used, and 
the number of the license. Each licensee shall, be- 
fore engaging in the sale of milk, cause his name, 
the number of the license and his place of busi- 
ness to be legibly placed on each outer side of all 
carriages, carts or other vehicles used by him in 
the conveyance or sale of milk. Whoever, without 
being first licensed under the provisions of this 
section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages, carts or other vehicles, or has the same in" 
his custody or possession with intent to sell, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not 
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less than twenty-five dollars (|25) for each offense, 
nor more than one hundred dollars ($100) « or by im- 
prisonment for not less than one month or more 
than six months or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment: Provided, That nothing in this sec- 
tion shall apply to persons handling or using the 
milk from not more than two cows. 

Sec. 25. Every person before selling milk or 
offering it for sale in a store, booth, stand or 
market place in any town or city, shall procure a 
license from the State Dairy Commissioner and 
shall pay to said commissioner the sum of one 
dollars ($1) yearly, within thirty days after June 1. 
Any person who neglects to procure such license 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punished for each offense 
by a fine of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) 
nor more than one hundred dollars ($100) for each 
and every offense or by imprisonment for not less 
than one month or more than dix months or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 26. No person shall sell or expose for sale 
in any store or place of business or in any wagon 
or other vehicle used in the transportation or sale 
of milk from which cream has been removed or 
milk commonly called "skimmed milk" without 
first marking the can or package containing said 
milk with the words "skimmed milk" in large 
plain black letters, each letter being at least one 
inch high and one-half inch wide, said words to be 
on the side not below the middle of said can or 
package, where they can be easily seen. Any per- 
son violating the provisions of this section shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five ($25) nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) for each and every offense, or by im- 
prisonment for not less than one month or more 
than six months or by both such fine and impris- 
onment. 

Sec. 27. That all moneys received for licenses 
or from the sale of any and all goods confiscated 
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by the Dairy Commissioner under this act shall be 
received by said commissioner and deposited the 
first of every month with the State Treasurer, to 
be placed in the greneral ^und. 

Sec. 28. Possession by any person or firm of an 
article or substance the sale of which is prohibited 
by this act shall be considered proma facie evi- 
dence that the same is kept by such person or 
firm in violation of the provisions of this act, 
and the commissioner shall be authorized to seize 
upon and take possession of such articles or sub- 
stances, and upon \he order of any court which 
has jurisdiction thereof, he shall sell the same for 
any purpose other than to be used for food, the 
proceeds to be paid to the State Treasurer and 
placed to the credit of the general fund. 

Sec. 29. The State Dairy Commissioner is hereby 
authorized and directed to procure and issue to 
the manufacturers of creamery butter of the state 
and under such regulations as to the custody and 
use thereof as he may prescribe a uniform brrfhd 
bearing a suitable device or motto, and the words 
"Washington Creamery Butter." Every brand is- 
sued shall be used on the wrapper of each package 
and also on the outside of every package used by 
him, and shall contain a different number for each 
separate manufactory, and the commissioner shall 
keep a book in which shall be registered the name, 
location and number of each manufacturer using 
the said brand. It shall be unlawful to use or 
permit such brand to be used upon any other than 
Washington creamery butter or package contain- 
ing the same. Any person violating the provisions 
of this section shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined 
for each offense not less than twenty-five dollars 
($25) nor more than one hundred dollars ($100) or 
by imprisonment for not less than one month or 
more than six months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 

Sec. 30. ^o person, firm or corporation shall 
manufacture, sell or offer for sale or have in his

possession with intent to sell butter known as 
process butter, unless the package in which the 
butter is sold has marked on the side of it the 
words "renovated butter" in capital letters one 
inch high and one-half inch wide with ink which 
is not easily removed: Provided, That it shall be 
unlawful for any retailer to sell said butter and 
unless a card is displayed on the package from 
which he is selling butter with the following 
words printed thereon so that it may be easily 
read by the purchaser "renovated butter," or if it 
is sold in packages on which a wrapper is used the 
words "renovated butter" shall be plainly printed 
on each and every wrapper: Provided further, 
That all process butter shipped from other states 
shall be subject to the same regulations as pro- 
vided in this section. Whoever violates the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined 
for each and every offense not less than twenty- 
flve dollars ($25) nor more than one hundred dol- 
lars ($100) or by imprisonment for not less than 
one month or more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 31. All acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sec. 32. An emergency exists, and this act shall 
take effect immediately. 

Sec. 33. The Commisioner is hereby authorized 
and directed to cancel all state brands issued to 
creameries where the butter manufactured does not 
scote ninety points. L. '05, Chp. 92, P. 197, Sec. 2. 

Sec. 34. The Commissioner or Instructor shall 
have the power to score the butter and the score 
made by them shall be final. L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 197, 
Sec. 3. 

Sec. 35. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner 
or Instructor to give instructions in the care of 
milk and cream, and in the manufacture of butter 
and cheese. L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 197, Sec. 4. 
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Sec. 36. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner 
or Instructor to inspect dairy barns, butter and 
cheese factories and condensories, and he shall 
have the power to condemn the same where the 
sanitary conditions are not conducive to a high 
quality of milk and cream, and to the manufacture 
of a high grade of butter. He may conduct the 
test of any creamery where he has reason to be- 
lieve that the cream or milk is not tested ac- 
curately and shall condemn milk or cream arriving 
on the market at a temperature above seventy de- 
grees Fahrenheit or that which is too old or in 
such condition as to be detrimental to the produc- 
tion of high grade goods. L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 197, 
Sec. 5. 

Sec. 37. All apparatus used for the purpose of 
testing milk or cream furnished to any creamery 
shall be inspected and tested by the Dairy Commis- 
sioner, or his deputies, and any found to be faulty 
or defective, to be replaced through the Dairy 
Commissioner at cost to the user. L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 
197, Sec. 6. 

Sec. 38. It shall be unlawful for the owners, 
manufacturer, agent or any employe of a butter 
or cheese factory or condensory to under or over 
read the Babcock test, or to manipulate for the 
purpose of deception any other contrivance used 
for determining the quality or value of milk or 
cream. L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 197, Sec. 7. 

Sec. 39. The Commissioner shall appoint one of 
his deputies who shall be known as State Dairy 
Instructor. He shall be a graduate of a recognized 
dairy school or shall have completed a course in 
dairying In a college where such instruction is 
given; he shall receive as compensation for his 
services one hundred dollars ($100) per month. L. 
'05, Ch. 92, P. 198, Sec. 8. 

Sec. 40. Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this act or who shall obstruct 
the Commissioner or Instructor in the perform- 
ance of their duties under this act, by refusing him 
entrance to any place enumerated in the preceding 
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sections, or by refusing: to deliver to him any dairy 
products or imitations thereof upon demand, shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than twenty-flve dollars nor more than one 
hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not less 
than one month or more than six months, or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. L. '05, Ch. 92, 
P. 198, Sec. 9. 

Sec. 41. To carry out the provisions of this act 
there is hereby appropriated out of the general 
fund, not otherwise appropriated the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000). L. '05, Ch. 92, P. 198, 
Sec. 10.

TO PROVIDE AGAINST THE ADULTERATION 
OF GROUND FOOD FOR LIVE STOCK. 

[Chapter CI, Session Laws 1905.] 

An Act to provide against the adulteration and sale 
of meal or ground grains used for feeding farm 
live stock, declaring the same a misdemeanor, 
providing a penalty therefor, and requiring the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner, Attorney 
General and Prosecuting Attorneys to enforce 
the provisions hereof. 

Be It Enacted by the Legrislature of the State of 

Washington : 

Section 1. Any person who shall adulterate any 
kind of meal or ground grain used for feeding 
farm live stock, with milling or manufacturing 
offals, or any other substance whatever, for the 
purpose of sale, unless the true composition, mix- 
ture or adulteration thereof is plainly marked or 
indicated upon the package, sacks or bags con- 
taining the same or in which it is offered for sale; 
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or any person who knowingly sells or offers for 
sale any meal or ground grain which has been so 
adulterated unless the true composition, mixture 
or adulteration is plainly marked or indicated upon 
the package containing the same, or in which it is 
offered for sale, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more 
than one hundred dollars ($100) for each and every 
offense, by imprisonment for not less than one 
month or more than six months, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

Sec. 2. The State Dairy and Food Commissioner, 
the chemist of the state agricultural experiment 
station, the State Attorney General and the Prose- 
cuting Attorneys of the several counties of this 
state are hereby required, without additional com- 
pensation, to assist in the enforcement and execu- 
tion of this act, and in the prosecution of all per- 
sons charged with the violation thereof, in like 
manner and with like powers as they are now 
authorized and required by law to enforce the laws 
of this state against the adulteration of food and 
fraud in the sale thereof. 



PROHIBITING THE SALE OF ADULTERATED 

MILK OR OTHER FOOD PRODUCT. 

[Chapter L, Laws of 1905.] 

An Act prohibiting the sale of milk or any food 
product in which formaldehyde or other poison- 
ous substances shall have been mixed as an in- 
gredient; declaring the same a felony; providing 
a penalty therfor; and requiring, the State Dairy 
and Food Commissioner, Attorney General and 
Prosecuting Attorneys to enforce the provisions 
hereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 

Washington: 

Section 1. Any person who shall sell, offer to 
sell, or have in his possession for the purpose of 
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sale, either as owner, proprietor, or assistant, or 
in any manner whatsoever, whether for hire or 
otherwise, any milk or any food products, con- 
taining the chemical ingredient commonly known 
as formaldehyde, or in which any formaldehyde or 
other poisonous substance has been mixed, for the 
purpose of preservation or otherwise, shall be 
guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary for the 
period of not less than one (1) year nor more than 
three (3) years. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be supplementary to the 
laws of this state now in force prohibiting the 
adulteration of food and fraud in the sale thereof; 
and the State Dairy and Food Commissioner, the 
chemist of the state agricultural experiment sta- 
tion, the State Attorney General and the prosecut- 
ing attorneys of the several counties of this state 
are hereby required, wihout additional compensa- 
tion, to assist in the execution of this act, and in 
the prosecution of all persons charged with the 
violation thereof, in like manner and with like 
powers as they are now authorized and required by 
law to enforce the laws of this state against the 
adulteration of food and fraud in the sale thereof. 
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PART II -PURE FOOD LAWS. 



FOOD AND DRUG ACT. 
[Chapter No. 211, Laws 1907.] 

An Act to provide against the adulteration of 
foods, drinks and drugs, and fraud in the sale 
thereof, creating a State Board of Food Commis- 
sion, defining their duties and providing for the 
appointment of an officer to be known as the 
State Dairy and Food Commissioner; providing 
for the enforcement of the law and fixing a pen- 
alty for the violation thereof; making an appro- 
priation and repealing chapter XCIV of the 
Laws of 1901 as amended by chapter 51 of the 
Laws of 1905, being an act entitled "An Act to 
provide against the adulteration of food and 
fraud in the sale thereof; creating a State 
Board of Food Commission; defining their duties 
and providing for the appointment of an officer 
to be known as the State Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner; providing for the enforcement of the 
law and fixing a penalty for the violation 
thereof; making an appropriation, declaring an 
emergency, and repealing 'An Act to provide 
against the adulteration of food," approved 
March 13, 1899," approved March 16, 1901. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 
Washington: 

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall, 
within this state, sell, offer for sale, have in his 
possession witn intent to sell, or manufacture for 
sale, any article of food or drug which is adul- 
terated or misbranded within the meaning of this 
act. 

Sec. 2. That the term "drug," as used in this 
act, shall include all medicines and preparations 
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recognized In the United States Pharmacopeia or 
National Formulary for internal or external use, 
and any substance or mixture of substances in- 
tended to be used for the cure, mitigation or pre- 
vention or disease of either man or other animals. 
The term "food," as used herein, shall include all 
articles used for food, drink, confectionery or con- 
diment by man or other animals, whether simple, 
mixed or compound. 

Sec. 3. That for the purposes of this act an 
article shall be deemed to be adulterated: 

In the case of drugs: 

First: If, when a drug is sold under or by a 
name recognized in the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia or National Formulary, it differs from the 
standard of strength, quality or purity, as deter- 
mined by the test laid down in the United States 
Pharmacopoeia or National Formulary official at 
the time of investigation: Provided, That no drug 
defined in the United States Pharmacopoeia or 
National Formulary shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated under this provision if the standard of 
strength, quality or purity be plainly stated upon 
the bottle, box or other container thereof, although 
the standard may differ from that determined by 
the test laid down in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia or National Formulary. 

Second: If its strength or purity fall below 
the professed standard or quality under which it 
is sold. 

In case of confectionery: 

If it contains terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome 
yellow or other mineral substance or poisonous 
color or flavor, or other ingredient deleterious or 
detrimental to health, or any vinous, malt or 
spiritous liquor or compound or narcotic drug. 

In case of food: 

First: If any substance has been mixed and 
packed with it so as to reduce or lower or in- 
juriously affect its quality or strength. 

Second: If any substance has been substituted 
wholly or in part for the article. 
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Third: If any valuable constituent of the ar- 
ticle has been wholly or in part abstracted. 

Fourth: If it be mixed, colored, powdered, 
coated or stained in a manner whereby damage or 
inferiority is concealed. 

Fifth: If it contains any added poisonous or 
other added deleterious ingrredient which may ren- 
der such article injurious to health: Provided, 
That when in the preparation of food products for 
shipment they are preserved by any external ap- 
plication applied In such manner that the preserv- 
ative is necessarily removed mechanically or by 
maceration in water, or otherwise, and directions 
for the removal of said preservatives shall be 
printed on the covering or the package, the provi- 
sions of this act shall be construed as applying 
only when said products are ready for consump- 
tion. 

Sixth: If it consists in whole or in part of a 
filthy decomposed or putrid animal or vegetable 
substance, or any portion of an animal unfit for 
food, whether manufactured or not, or if it is in 
the product of a diseased animal, or one that has 
died otherwise than by slaughter. 

Sec. 4. That the term "misbranded," as used 
herein, shall apply to all drugs, or articles of 
food, or articles which enter into the composition 
of food, the package or label of which shall bear 
any statement, design or device regarding such ar- 
ticle, or the ingredients or substances contained 
therein which shall be false or misleading in any 
particular, and to any food or drug product which 
is falsely branded as to the state, territory or 
country in which it is manufactured or produced. 

That for the purposes of this act an article 
shall also be deemed to be misbranded. 

In case of drugs: 

First: If it be an Imitation of or offered for 
sale under the name of another article. 

Second: If the contents of the package as orig- 
inally put up shall have been removed, in whole 
or in part, and other contents shall have been 
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placed in such package, or if the packagre fail to 
bear a statement on the label of the quantity or 
proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, co- 
caine, heroin, alpha or beta encaine, chloroform, 
cannabis indica, chloral hydrate or acetanilide, or 
any derivative or preparation of any such sub- 
stances contained therein. 

In the case of food: 

First: If it be an imitation of or offered for sale 
under the distinctive name of another article. 

Second: If it be labeled or branded so as to de- 
ceive or mislead the purchaser, or purport to be a 
foreign product when not so, or if the contents 
of the package as originally put up shall have been 
removed in whole or in part and other contents 
shall have been placed in such package, or if it 
fail to bear a statement on the label of the quan- 
tity or proportion of any morphine, opium, cocaine, 
harion, alpha, or beta eucaine, chloroform, can- 
nabis indica, chloral hydrate or acetanilide, or any 
derivative or preparation of any substances con- 
tained therein. 

Third. If the net weight or net measure of such 
package, bottle or container be given, and it shall 
not be the true net weight or net measure. 

Fourth: If the package containing it or Its 
label shall bear any statement, design or device 
regarding the inferedients or the substances con- 
tained therein, which statement, design or device 
shall be false or misleading In any particular: 
Provided, That an article or food which does not 
contain any added poisonous or deleterious in- 
gredients shall not be deemed to be adulterated or 
misbranded in the following cases: 

First: In the cases of mixtures or compounds 
which may be now or from time to time here- 
after known as articles of food, under their own 
distinctive names, and not an imitation of or of- 
fered for sale under the distinctive name of another 
article, if the name be accompanied on the same 
label or brand with a statement of the place 
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where said article has been manufactured or pro- 
duced. 

Second: In the case of articles labeled, branded 
or tsugged so as plainly to indicate that they are 
compounds, imitations or blends, and the words 
"compound," "imitation" or "blend" as the case 
may be, is plainly stated on the packagre in which 
it is offered for sale: Provided, That the term 
"blond" as used herein shall be construed to mean 
a mixture of like substances, not excluding harm- 
less coloring and flavoring ingredients used for 
ihe purpose of coloring and flavoring only; and 
Provided further. That nothing In this act shall be 
construed as requiring or compelling proprietors or 
manufacturers of proprietory foods which contain 
no unwholesome added ingredient to disclose their 
tradii formulas, except In so far as the provisions 
of this act may require to secure freedom from 
adulteration or misbranding. 

S53. 5. No dealer shall be prosecuted under the 
provisions of this act if he shall prove a written 
guaranty of purity In a form approved by the 
Dairy arid Food Commissioner: Provided, That 
the guarantor is a resident of the State of Wash- 
ington. The guaranty referred to herein shall con- 
tain the full name and address of the person, Arm 
or corporation making the sale to the dealer, and 
SLich person, firm or corporation shall be held li- 
able to all prosecutions, fines and other penalties 
which would attach to the dealer under the pro- 
visions of this act. 

Sec. 6: Possession by any person, firm or cor- 
poration of any article of food or drug, the sale 
of which Is prohibited by this act, or being the 
consignee thereof, shall be prima facie evidence 
that the same Is kept or shipped to the said per- 
son, firm or corporation in violation of the provi- 
sions of this act, and the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner Is hereby authorized to seize upon and 
take into his possession such articles of food and 
thereupon apply to the superior court of the county 
in which such food is seized for an order dlrect- 
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ing him to dispose of or sell the same and apply 
the proceeds of the same to the general fund, less 
the amount required to reimburse the purchaser 
for actual loss as shown by the bill, provided he 
or they have a guarajity as required in section 5: 
Provided, however. That the Dairy and Food Com- 
missioner shall first give notice to the person, firm 
or corporation in whose possession such goods are 
found, if in the possession of a common carrier, 
then the consignees of such food or drug, notifying 
such person, firm or corporation that he has seized 
such foods or drugs, and the reasons therefor, and 
that he has made an application to the superior 
court for an order to sell or dispose of the same, 
and that he will call up said application for hear- 
ing on a day certain, which shall not be less than 
ten days from the service of such notice, and that 
at the hearing of said application the said per- 
son, firm or corporation shall show cause, if any 
they have, why the prayer of the petition should 
not be grranted. Upon the hearing of said petition 
the said affidavits or oral testimony may be intro- 
duced to establish the contention of the respective 
parties. Hearing, however, may be had at an 
earlier date by mutual consent of the parties to 
said application. 

Sec. 7. Every person selling, exhibiting or of- 
fering for sale, manufacturing or having in his 
possession with intent to sell or serve, or deliver- 
ing to a purchaser, any article of food or drug in- 
cluded in the provisions of this act, shall furnish 
to the Dairy and Food Commissioner or any of his 
deputies or any person authorized by him and de- 
manding the same, who shall apply to him for the 
purpose and shall tender him the price at which 
the article of food is sold, a sample sufficient for 
the analysis of any such article of food which is 
in his possession. 

Sec. 8. The State Dairy Commissioner shall also 
he the State Food Commissioner and shall be 
known as the Dairy and Food Commissioner, and 
he shall receive in addition to his salary as State 
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Dairy Commissioner $600 per year as extra com- 
pensation for enforcing the provisions of this act. 
He shall also have power to appoint such deputies 
as may be necessary, and pay theerfor not to ex- 
ceed three dollars per day. He shall appoint one 
of his deputies to be known as Deputy State Drug 
Inspector; such Deputy State Drug Inspector shall 
be a graduate and registered pharmacist under the 
laws of this state and shall receive as compensa- 
tion one hundred dollars per month and necessary 
traveling expenses. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the chemist of 
the State Agricultural Experiment Station to ana- 
lyze any and all substances that the Dairy and 
Food Commissioner may send to him, and report 
to the Commissioner, without unnecessary delay, 
the result of any analysis so made, and when 
called upon by the said Commissioner, the chemist 
shall assist in the prosecution of violations of the 
law by giving testimony as an expert or otherwise. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of the Attorney 
General and the prosecuting attorneys in the coun- 
ties of this state to prosecute all cases arising un- 
der the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 11. The Dairy and Food Commissioner, or 
his deputies shall have power in the performance 
of their official duties to enter any restaurant, 
eating house, hotel, public conveyance, public or 
private hospital, asylum, school, eleemosynary or 
penal institution, where foods or drugs are served 
or used, and take for anaylsis any article of food 
or drug, or ingredients which enter in to the com- 
position of food or drugs, there used. Any article 
of food, drugs or ingredients which enter into the 
composition of foods or drugs therein used and so 
taken ,if found to be adulterated, shall be prima 
facie evidence that the same is kept to be used 
or served to patrons, guests, boarders, patients or 
inmates of such institution, and the person, firm 
or corporation owning and operating said restaur- 
ant, eating house, hotel, public conveyance, public 
or private hospital, asylum, school, eleemosynary or 
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penal institution, and havingr in his or its posses- 
sion adulterated foods or drugrs shall be deemed to 
have such adulterated food or drugs contrary to 
the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 12. Every person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating the provisions of this act or refusing to com- 
ply upon demand with any of the porvisions there- 
of, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
dollars ($25) and not to exceed five hundred dollars 
($500), or, in case of second offense, to be impris- 
oned not less than thirty days and not to exceed 
ninety days, or both such fine and imprisonment. 
Any person found guilty of selling, offering for 
sale, having in his possession with intent to sell or 
serve, or manufacturing for sale any adulterated 
article of food or drug under the provisions of this 
act, shall pay, in addition to the penalties herein 
provided for all necessary costs and expenses in- 
curred in inspecting and analyzing such adulter- 
ated articles of food or drugs, in addition to the 
costs of such action: Provided, That all penalties 
and costs for the violation of the provisions of this 
act shall be paid to the Board of State Dairy and 
Food Commission, or to their agent, and by them 
paid into the state treasury and applied to the gen- 
eral fund: And provided further, That the dealers 
having goods in stock on the passage of this act, 
which do not comply with its provisions relating 
to branding or labeling, may inventory the same 
and stamp them with a mark for identification, 
and shall have the right thereafter to sell the 
goods so inventoried and marked, in ordinary 
course of business until disposed of: And provided 
further. That this act shall go into effect on the 
first day of October, 1907. 

Sec. 13. The State Board of Dairy and Food 
Commission ex-efiicio shall be the State Board of 
Dairy and Food Commission, and said Board shall 
hereafter be known and described as the "State 
Board of Dairy and Food Commission." 
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Sec. 14. All expenses Incurred under the provi- 
sions of this act shall be paid out of the general 
fund, and shall be audited by the State Auditor 
upon bills being presented, appropriately certified 
by the Board of Dairy and Food Commission, and 
the State Auditor shall from time to time draw' 
warrants upon the state treasury (treasurer) for 
the amounts thus audited. 

Sec. 15. The Dairy and Food Commissioner 
shall publish each month a report of the work of 
his office, including the brand, name and address 
of manufacturer, analysis and fines of foods and 
drugs found to be adulterated, and the necessary 
expense, if any, of said publication, shall be de- 
frayed as provided in section 14 of this act. 

Sec. 16. An act entitled "An Act to provide 
against the adulteration of food and fraud in the 
sale thereof; creating a State Board of Food Com- 
mission, defining their duties and providing for the 
appointment of an officer to be known as the State 
Dairy and Food Commissioner; providing for the 
enforcement of the law and fixing a penalty for 
violation thereof; making an appropriation, de- 
claring an emergency, and repealing "An Act to 
provide against the adulteration of food,' approved 
March 13, 1899," being chapter XCIV of the Laws 
of 1901, as amended by chapter 51 of the Laws of 
1905, is hereby repealed.

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REGULATING THE SALE OF MILK IN CITIE3S 
OF THE FIRST CLASS. 

[Chapter 234, Session Laws of 1907.] 

An Act regrulating: the sale of milk and cream in 
cities of this state, providing for the appoint- 
ment of an inspector of milk, defining his duties, 
providing for the Issuance of permits for the 
sale of milk and cream, and providing penalties 
for the violation of the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of 

Washington: 

Section 1. The board of health or health officer 
of any city of the first class of the State of Wash- 
ington shall annually appoint one or more inspec- 
tors of milk for their respective cities. All in- 
spectors hereafter appointed shall be graduates of 
a recognized dairy school or shall have completed 
a course in dairying in a college where such in- 
struction is given. Each inspector shall be sworn 
before entering upon the performance of his official 
duty and shairpublish a notice of his appointment 
for two weeks in a newspaper published in said 
city, and shall be under the direction and super- 
vision of the board of health of said city. He shall 
receive such compensation as the city council of 
such city may determine. 

Sec. 2. Such inspector shall keep an office and 
shall record in books kept for the purpose, the 
names and places of business of all persons en- 
gaged in the sale of milk within the limits of said 
city. He may with the approval of the city coun- 
cil employ collectors of samples of milk who shall 
be sworn before entering upon their duties. The 
inspectors or collectors may enter all places in 
which milk is stored or kept for sale and all car- 
riages used for the conveyance of milk and may 
take therefrom samples for analysis. They shall 
upon request made at the time such sample is 
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taken, seal and deliver to the owner or person from 
whose possession the milk is taken, a portion of 
each sample, and a receipt therefor shall be given 
to the inspector or collector. Inspectors shall cause 
such samples to be analyzed or otherwise satis- 
factorily tested as to its quality and purity. Such 
samples shall be kept by such inspector under ice 
so that the temperature of said sample shall not 
be over the degree of 40 degn:ees Fahrenheit until 
such analysis is made, and shall record and pre- 
serve as evidence the result thereof, and no evi- 
dence of the result of such analysis or test shall 
be received if the inspector or collector upon re- 
quest refuses or neglects to seal and deliver a por- 
tion of the sample taken as aforesaid, to the 
owner or person from whose possession it is taken. 
Sec. 3. Whoever in such city in which an in- 
spector of milk is appointed conveys milk in car- 
riages or otherwise for the purpose of selling it in 
such city shall annually before the first day of 
June obtain a permit from the inspector of milk 
of such city to sell within the limits thereof, said 
permit to be furnished without cost upon the pro- 
duction of a license from the State Dairy and 
Food Commission. A permit shall be issued only 
in the name of the owner of the carriage or other 
vehicle. They shall for the purposes of this chap- 
ter be conclusive evidence of ownership and shall 
not be sold, assigned or transferred without the 
consent of the city council of such city. Each per- 
mit shall contain the number thereof, the name, 
residence, place of business, number of carriages 
or other vehicles used by the person obtaining a 
permit, the name of every driver or other person 
employed by him in carrying or selling milk. Each 
person obtaining a permit shall before engaging in 
the sale of milk cause his name, the number of 
his permit and his place of business to be legibly 
placed on each side of all carriages or vehicles 
used by him in the conveyance and sale of milk, 
and he shall report to the inspector any change of 
driver or other person who may be employed by 
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him occurring during the term of his permit. And 
it shall be unlawful for any person under assumed 
name or representing himself to be the person 
namd in permit above mentioned to engage in the 
business of selling or conveying milk or cream, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be subject to the 
penalty prescribed in this section. 

Whoever without first beink permitted to sell 
milk or dispose of it for sale from carriages or 
other vehicles or has in his custody or possession 
with intent to sell, or whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this section, shall for the first of- 
fense be punished by a fine of not less than $25 
nor more than $100.00, and for a second offense by 
a fine of not less than $50, nor more than $300, and 
for a subsequent offense by a fine of $50 and 
by imprisonment for not less than thirty days nor 
more than sixty days. 

Sec. 4. Every person before selling milk or 
cream or offering it for sale in a booth, store, 
stand or market place in any such city in which 
an inspector of milk is appointed, shall register in 
the book of such inspector his name and proposed 
place of sale. 

Whoever refuses or neglects to register shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $25.00 nor more 
than $100.00. 

Sec. 5. Whoever by himself or by his agent or 
servant or as the agent or servant of another per- 
son sells, exchanges or delivers, or has in his cus- 
tody or possession with intent to sell, exchange or 
deliver or expose or offer for sale or exchange, im- 
pure, infected or adulterated milk or milk to which 
water or any foreigrn substance has been added, or 
milk produced from a cow which has been fed on 
refuse or unwholesome food, or from a sick or dis- 
eased cow, or from a cow kept in an unclean shed, 
barn or barnyard, or from a cow within fifteen 
days before or five days after parturition or in 
any case before fever has left said cow, as pure 
milk, or milk from which the cream or a part 
thereof has been removed, and whoever sells, ex- 
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chansres or delivers or has in his custody or pos- 
session with intent to sell, exchange or deliver, 
skim milk containing less than 9.3 per cent, of milk 
solids, exclusive of fat, shall for the first offense 
be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor 
more than $100.00, and for a second offense by a 
fine of not less than $100.00 nor more than $300.00, 
and for a subsequent offense by a fine of fifty 
dollars and by imprisonment for not less than sixty 
days nor more than ninety days. 

Sec. 6. In prosecutions under the provisions of 
sections four and five of this act, milk, normal and 
of standard quality, is defined as milk, pure, 
healthy, wholesome and uninfected, free from any 
foreign substance whatsoever, including coloring 
matter or preservatives, free from all pathogenic 
bacteria or germs, pus cells, or blood cells, and 
which does not contain more than 400,000 bacteria 
or germs of all kinds to the cubic centimeter, and 
which has not been infected by or exposed to the 
infections of any contagious or infectious disease 
and which comes from cows healthy and free from 
all kinds of diseases and kept in a healthy, sani 
tary condition and fed upon wholesome food, and 
which contains not less than 12 per cent, of milk 
solids and not less than 8.75 per cent, of solids ex- 
clusive of fat, or not less than 3.25 per cent, of fat. 
Any dealer therein who shall sell milk not normal 
and up to said standard shall be subject to prose- 
cution and fine as provided in section five of this 
act. 

Sec. 7. Whoever by himself or by his servant or 
agent or as the servant or agent of another, sells, 
exchanges or delivers, or has in his custody or pos- 
session with intent to sell, exchange or deliver 
milk which is not of good standard quality, free 
from infection and from contamination, by any un- 
wholesome substance or substances, shall for the 
first oflfensa be punished by a fine of not less than 
$50, and for the second offense by a fine of not 
less than $100 nor more than $200, and for a subse- 
quent offense, by a fine of $50 and imprisonment 
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for not less than sixty days nor more than ninety 
days. 

Sec. 8. No cream shall be sold, offered for sale, 
exchanged, delivered or shipped, transported or 
carried for purposes of sale, exchange or delivery, 
that contains less than eighteen per cent, of butter 
fat, or which contains any pathogenic bacteria^ or 
germs, pus cells, blood cells or more than 400,000 
bacteria or germs of all kinds to the cubic centi- 
meter, and any person who shall adulterate cream 
or reduce or change it in any respect by the addi- 
tion of w^ater or any toreign substance with the in- 
tention of selling or offering the same for sale or 
exchange, shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $50 nor more than $100, or imprisonment for 
not less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Sec. 9. Whoevere makes or causes to be made, 
uses or has in his possession an imitation or couli- 
terfeit of seal used by an inspector of milk, col- 
lector of samples or other person engraged in the 
inspection of milk, and whoever changes or tam- 
pers with the sample taken or sealed as provided 
in section two, shall be punished by a fine of $100 
or imprisonment for not less than three nor more 
than six months. 

Sec. 10. An inspector of milk or his servant or 
agent who wilfully connives at or assents to the 
violation of the provisions of this act, or whoever 
hinders, obstructs or interferes with an inspector 
of milk or his agent, in the performance of his 
duty, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$50 nor more than $100, or by imprisonment for not 
less than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Sec. 11. A prod^ucer of milk shall not be liable 
to prosecution for the reason that the milk pro- 
duced by him is not of good standard quality, 
unless such milk was taken upon his premises or 
while in his possession or under his control by an 
inspector or by a collector of samples or by an 
agent, and a sealed sample thereof given to him. 

Sec. 12. An inspector of milk or a collector of 
samples or other state or city officer who obtains 
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a sample of milk for analysis, shall within ten 
d^ys after obtaining the result of the anaylsis, 
send said result to the person from whom the 
sample was taken or to the person responsible for 
the condition of such milk. 

Sec. 13. An inspector shall make a complaint 
for violation of any of the provisions of any of 
the sections of this act upon the information of 
any person who lays before him satisfactory evi- 
dence by which to sustain such complaint, and the 
cost of the prosecution for the violation of any of 
the provisions of this act shall be borne by the city 
in which said inspector is appointed. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the chemist of 
any state institution to correctly analyze without 
extra compensation and without other charge to 
cities having milk inspectors any and all cream or 
milk that such inspector may send to them and to 
report to said inspector without unnecessary delay 
the result of any analysis so made: Provided, 
however, That analyses as to standard of quality 
of milk and for adulteration, contamination and 
unwholesomeness may be made by the bacteriolo- 
gist or chemist employed by any such city, which 
analysis shall have the same force and effect as 
though made by an official of a state institution 
or said chemist. 

Sec. 15. Whoever violates any of the provisions 
of the six preceding sections shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $25 for the first offense and 
not more than $100 for each subsequent offense.

NOTE. 

To all wholesale and retail dealers in dairy and 
food and drug products coming under the dairy 
and food laws of the State of Washingrton: 

Samples sent to this department for inspection 
must be accompanied by the following informa- 
tion: 

Name and location of manufacturer. 

If bought of jobber, the firm name and location. 

Write all names plainly. 

Brand or name of article, also any representa- 
tion by seller as to quality or character of goods. 

If the foregoing requirements are complied with 
this office and its staff will use the utmost energy 
to make prompt investigation and report. 

The laws of this state make no provision for 
the compensation of the State Chemist, Prof. 
Elton Fulmer, so samples sent direct to him by 
dealers and manufacturers will b-e analyzed under 
his supervision and regular rates charged therefor 
by his assistants. Samples, however, for analysis 
in connection with enforcing the pure food laws he 
will analyze but they must be forwarded through 
the commissioner. 

Any one desiring dairies or creameries inspected 
or dairy products tested may secure this done by 
notifying the commissioner at Davenport, Wash. 
If butter scoring is desired send a sample of 
butter to Dairy and Food Commissioner, 513 Hinck- 
ley Block, Seattle, Wash. 

It will be a great favor to this office if dealers 
in food products would advise us of any irregu- 
larity or suspicions they may have as to any 
articles of food on the market. We ask the co- 
operation of grocerymen, jobbers, manufacturers 
and dairymen and will do all possible with re- 
sources at our command. 
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
